The South American claimis the posted 
guaran tee an d is paid off. 
In d ollar an d cen ts 
he loses n othin g. 
The Japs get the raw m a ­ 
terials they w an t an d also thum b their n o.se 
at the U.S.A., which is un able to seize the 
letter of cred it because it belon gs to the Latin 
American buy er to whose accoun t it was d e­ 
posited . 
Recen tly the Japs obtain ed 1,000 ton s of 
extrem ely valuable m an gan ese ore from Chile 
in this man n er. 
NOTE: Treasury an d Commerce D epartm en t 
experts are stud y in g measures to plug up the 
loophole.
